But it has 
approved a plan that should 
be satisfactory to both the far- 
mers and laboring men. 

The representatives of the 
Government Employment Bur- 
eaus are holding a convention 
at Regina and they have asked 
the U. F. A. organization to 
send a representative to the 
convention. Central office then 
sent a circular letter to each of 
locals asking them to discuss 
and report to central what ia 
their judgment the wages for 
furm help should be placed -at 
up to harvest time. Thus the 
U. F. A. representative at the 
convention at Regina will have 
a definite knowledge of what 
the Farmers of Alberta con- 
sider they can pay for help. 

Acting on a plan suggested in 
the letter Champion local 
passed a motion approving of 
$40.00 a month as a minimum 
and further agreeing with the 
men where possible that they 
should receive an additional 
$5.00 per month for each one 
percent protit that the farmer 
makes over 5 per cent profit on 
investment in land and equip- 
ment, 

The U. F. A. recognizes that 
the farmer must pay sufficient 
wages to attract what help he 
requires also every farmer 
knows that under the present 
uncertain conditions he cannot 
afford to pay the price for 
labor that he has been paying 
unless he does get a_ crop.
